HELD UNDER $15,000 BAIL 


Quiseppi Callichio Designed and Made 
Plates For Enorm ous Fraudulent Is­ 
sue of Bank Notaa—Taken to New 


York. 


Philadelphia. Jan. 13—Said by the 
police to be the leader of the famoua 
Catskill band of counterfeiters, many 
of whose 
mem bers are 
now under 
arrest in New 
York 
city, Guiseppl 
Callichio was arrested at Strafford, 
along the main line of 
the Penn- 
syBania railroad, and was taken to 
New York. 
Callichio, the police say, 
designed and made the plates for the 
recent enormous fraudulent issue of 
|2 and $5 notes He was placed under 
$15,000 ball in New York. 
For five months Callichio, who, the 
secret service mon say, has for years 
been hunted by the police of Europe 
and America, lived quietly In the sub- 
urb on the main line, only fifteen m iles 
from Philadelphia, with the family of 
his cousin. 
Most of that tim e the se­ 
cret service men knew It. but said 
nothing, lest it alarm certain others 
of the gang, whose trail the pollee of 
New York were closely following. Only 
Tuesday Chief Matthew Griffin, of the 
Philadelphia secret service office, re­ 
ceived word from the M anhattan po­ 
lice that the three of the gang for 
whom they had been searching had 
been captured by Italian members of 
the force. 
Secrecy as to the arrest of the al­ 
leged leader became no longer neces­ 
sary. 
Callichio lived a quiet life In 
Strafford, saw very few people, though 
It Is said he had recently begun to 
arouse the suspicions of come of the 
Italian residents because he had no 
visible occupation 
Nothing Incrimi­ 
nating was 
found in the 
Strafford 
house. 
Less than three months ago several 
others of this same gang were arrest­ 
ed at Pittston. Pa., and clews were 
then unearthed which finally led to the 
finding of Callichio. 
Callichio and most of his band are 
said to be Sicilians. 
After 
serving 
term s In Jail at home, the secret ser­ 
vice men say. he found his way to this 
country to associate with the m anu­ 
facture of fraudulent notes. In his ca­ 
pacity of an expert engraver. 
The issue of counterfeit notes, in 
connection with which the band was 
arrreeted, has 
alarmed the treasury 
officials more than any bogus issues in 
many years. 
Government agents have 
been 
scouring the country for evi­ 
dence 
The paper was Issued in de­ 
nominations of 92 and 95. though how 
much of it has been circulated nons 
can tell. 


FORTUNE U Y AROUND LOOSE 


930,000 In Money Found In Home of 
Dead Priest. 
New Orleans, Jan. 13.—Mary Hardy, 
who had been housekeeper for Father 
Nicholas Simon, priest of the Catholic 
church of St. Francis de Salles, who 
died Jan< I, reported to the authorities 
that a great deal of loose money was 
lying around the father’s house. An ex­ 
amination brought to light 930,000 in 
bank notes, gold and silver, of French, 
Italian and other foreign countries.
